occasioned the second. 


This fact would seem to render un- 


tenable the theory of suicide.

was ."discovered and which the Coroner 
has allowed to remain In .motion. 


There was also on the person of the 


deceased, a pair of gold-bow spectacles. 


Among other fugutive articles were sev- 


eral lead pencils and loose pens, some of 
which had never been used, a steel foot- 
rule, a new pen-knife.

money or a.ny substitute for money dis- 
covered In any of the clothes of the un- 
fortunate.

Caten of this place was killed this 
morning in a fall from a runaway rig. 


She wae rendered un -onsci-ous by the 


fall and although everything was done 
for her by the' physicians, she died in 
about ten minutes from concussion of 
the brain. 


Mrs. Caten was driving along M£'.n 


street in company with 
Miss May 


Magher and had Just passed the Enter- 
prise stables when a band of horses 
rushed from the building. 


The foremost animal ran between one 


of the rear wheels of Mrs. Caten's ve- 
hicle and the body and in some manner 
became entangled with the buggy. 


Miss Magner jumped from ine rig 


at once and escaped ir.jury but Mrs. 
Caten stayed with the vehicle and her 
horse, now thoroughly -frightened, went 
tearing up the street. The stray horse 
tore the rear wheel from the buggy 
in extricating himself and when oppo- 
site C street, Mrs. Caten jumped. 


In doing so she jumped out back- 


wards and fell with great force to the 
hard street, striking or. her head. 


The Injured woman was conveyed to 


the home of 
Mrs. Vincent Stroebel, 


nearby, with blood streaming from her 
ears. Dr. A. J. Dean rendered all the 
assistance in his power but to no avail 
and she died within tei minutes. 


An examination rev-aled a fracture 


of the base of the skull and death was 
due to cerebral hemorrhage. Dr. Dean 
stated that Mrs. Cater. wa'S^prac.tically i 
killed when she struck the ground. 


The deceased "was thirty-five years 


of age.and lived on Castro street in the 
western part of town.

So MoNab, ihrewd leader that he !s, 


decided not to bother with clubs, but to 
cling to the secret caucus. The cau- 
cuses will prepare the tickets for the 
primaries on August llth. 
'.''hese 


tickets will be plastered on the dead 
walls of the city. They will be adver- 
tised as the tickets pledged 
to the 


nomination of Franklin K. Lano for 
Mayor. Now, Lane has the swing of 
the town Just now, just as Phelan had. 
Phelan swept Into power on

tickets voted at the primaries. Lane Is 
apt to carry the town in the same way. 


But O'Brien and his men are about 


as longr-hea'ded politicians as can be 
found In any party. Thuy are "wise" 
to what Is going on. And you nee 1 not 
be surprised to see them burst forth 
Into the wildest kind of a whoop for 
Lane at almost any minute. Thej will 
try to become the Simon-pure, blown- 
In-the-bottle Lane party. McNab will 
have to be in a hurry If he beats them 
In announcing his 
candidate.

T. Creswell or Charles J. Heggerty; or 
they may have ^held up Frank J. Sul- 
livan In the hope of splitting away 
from McNab the Influence of Phslan 
and his sack, for Phelan Is Sullivan's 
brother-in-law.

CHANGES. 


Fraternal Hall was crowded with an 


Interested audience of "Workmen who 
had gathered last night to hear from 
Supreme Master Workman Miller an 
explanation of the new rates to be 
charged by the order for the insuiance 
of the lives of its members. 
Brother Miller commenced his ad- 
dress by giving the reasons why a 
change of rates was necessary fo • the 
perpetuation of the order and then 
went on to explain what these new 
rates will be. 
The reason for the change lee'! the 
speaker back to the 
ei'.rly 
days of 
Workmanship when the 1 uv of mortal- 
ity was unknown and th«; levy assess- 
ment of one dollar was considered ad- 
eqsate, and was so xmtil with th ; in- 
creasing age of the order, the .members 
also advanced in age and began to drop 
out by death. The rate o'. tnese d»aths 
naturally increased until It was n 'ces- 
sary to make some adjustment to meet 
maturing claims. 
At several meetings of the Supreme 


Lodge change was suggested and 'om- 
mlttees were appointed -.vhose reports 
were not adopted because while the 
members of the committees by close 
Investigation of the mortality law and 
life expectancy tables w-?re convinced 
of the necessity of advances, the 'om- 
mlttees were unable to ]>ring the Su- 
preme Lodge to the same view ar.d all 
the while the debts of the order were 
accumulating. 
The Supreme Lodge In 1895, however, 


adopted part of the report of the -om- 
mlttee to that 
session by changing 
from the level rate to the classified 
plan but rejected that part of th^> re- 
port -which recommended the levying 
of a-n assessment of three dollant per 
annum or all members to take up the 
deficit. This part of the report was 
adopted later but. In the meantime, the 
advancing age of the members had 
made

sessment 
Inadequate ut.tll finally, in 
January 1902, It was dete"mined b\- the 
committee, assisted by !i professional 
actuary that there existed a liability of 
187,000,000 on the lives of men at a 
then attained age of 55 years r.-hlch 
was unprovided for and that all this 
/accumulated deficit was due to nf-slect 
to apply the remedial me-asures ot the 
proper time. 
The Supreme Lodge meeting 1 i St. 
Paul. Minn., this year determined that 
this deficiency should be met by nak- 
ing the members over no years of age, 
contribute two-thirds of the amount by 
an Increased assessment necessary to 
cover it and that the remaining one- 
third necessary should be placed pro- 
portionately on the sho alders o:>' the 
younger men. No larger load than this 
was considered wise lest it should deter 
young men from entering the orch-r. 
There was less hesitation In loading 
the young men as it was found thai 
even they were being carried at a low- 
er rate than was sufficient to pay their 
claims. A young man at the age of IS 
years, living out his expectancy of 45 
years, would not have paid emmirh to 
meet his claims by S35 on the $1000.

Should he live 
two years on the sarae plan, the .'iec- 
ond year's interest would be 34 ci-nts 
and his assessment as before while his 
beneficiaries would call for $1991.60 and 
so on. 
Second—The member may cut his 


certificate in half, pay $4.20 on one 
half and accept in lieu of the other 
half the reserve value of that half and 
pay no more assessments on it. The 
reserve value 
of his certificate will 
amount to the following, commences at 
65 years. 
At 55 years no reserve value on $1000. 
At 56 years 
$30 for $1000 


At 60 years 
$162 for $1000 
At 70 years 
$450 for $'1000 
and so on. Consequently it was held 
.that a member now aged

been held over the remains of James 
Fatten, the little 14-year-old boy who 
S'Jicided -by hanging himself by the neck. 
yesterday at 912 Thirty-tifth street, Mrs. 
Alice Fatten, the mother of the boy 
made a statement. Sho showed that ht;r 
dead son had been horn with a tendency 
to suicide, and 
that on two previous 
occasions the lad had hanged himself 
v.-lth a rope about his neck and tha.t his 
life had been saved simply by his having 
been cut down in time to enable resusci- 
tation tu be effectf-d. 


The story of the mother In her own 
o.i'fense find, at the same time, showing 
the prenatal tendency to suicide of nor 
oldest boy, which the lad was unablo to 
niaster.

"Tho statements that have been made 
regarding: the reason why my boy took 
his life, and the assertions made against 
my morality form a damnable lie.

away in Hawaii 1 was with my people In 
the Eiist. 
Tho fact Is that Mr. Fatten 


and I are good friends, but that is hard 
for some people 
to 
comprehend. 
We 


found that we were not good companions, 
but there is no use in going into thowe 
details now, for they are useless and 
would only distress both of UK. 
"What I wish to any about Jamlo'g 
death is that it was solely rue to prena- 
tal influence. 
Before hu was born I suf- 


fered Intensely from 
melancholia, 
ard 


despondency, and the result soon showed 
in the poor little fellow's life. 


HANGED HIMSELF AT 6. 


"The 
first time that the truth wa» 
brought home to us was when we were 
living at Hesldsburg; Jamie was then 
only 5 year old. That day I had oc- 
casion to reprove him. something tha.t w» 
always did with great caution and gen- 
tleness, for we knew how sensitive h« 
was. 
He walked straight to the barn 


ard, 
tot though he was, took a. place of 
baling ropp, tied one <>nd to a limb of 
a tree and making a r.oose of the other 
end placed it about his neck and hansci] 
himself, and did it 111 earnest, for just 
by accident his father found him, ard 
had to work hours before he was brought 
back to life. 


SECOND ATTEMPT.

LOOKS AFTER INDIANS. 


On-; of the bravest and best workers 


tor t'le civilization of the Indians on 
the reservations is a white woman. Her 
name is Estelle Reel, she halls from 
Wyoming, and she holds the important 
position of superintendent of 
Indian 


schools for the United Stales. 


Mh-s Rell is a young woman of at- 


tractive personality and great courage. 
She travels alone among the Indians 
in the remotest and wildest parts ol 
the country. 


Her most perilous journey is up the 
Colorado river. She is obliged to boaru 
a barge and take a two days' journey 
on the river, accompanied only by two 
Indians. Teachers who have come a 
long distance from the East state that 
they cannot go on when they get this 
far. 
but Miss Reel is confident the In- 


dians are her friends and never feels 
the slightest fear of them. 


Iso ation from railroads makes Miss 
Reel's visit an 
event in any 
Indian 


school, especially as she carries with 
her a whole pharmacopeia of mediclnx. 
This is Intended for the teachers and 
scholars, to whom she is doctor and 
nurse. 


Many features of Indian life seem 
pathetic to Miss Reel—the hard work 
the siuaws are obliged to do, and the 
way ;n which they sta.nd waiting until 
their braves have eaten their fill. 


"Once." said Miss Reel, "I saw 
a 


poor squaw with a baby in her arms, 


looking on and crying while her lord 
and master, a tall, fine-look! ig brave., 
devoured every particle of foe d. I ha.,1 
no interpreter, but feeling it svas be- 
cause she was hungry I sent her'next 
day some presents which I hoj ed wov.ld 
please her." 
The children who attend V. e Indian 


schools are gradually learning civilized 
ways. They cook their food d fferently 
from their parents, and are t leanly in 
eating. 
In spite of popular opinio i to the 
contrary, Miss Reel contends hat con- 
tagious diseases spread rapid y among 
the red men. "At one reservation which 
I visited," she says, "I asked 1 :> see the 
chief braves. After being kej t a long 
time, I was Informed ttie del.- y In ap- 
pearing was due to their mal Ing their 
toilets. 
On their appearing .n state 
later, I saw that their usual c ueer ap- 
pearance, was enhanced by the applica- 
tion of red^palnt put on to con -,eal pock 
marks." 


One of the alms of Miss 
leel, and 
others Interested in similar 
ivork, is 


to bring the handicrafts of t ie Indian 
to the front. This is alrea.dy being done. 
In a personal Investigation v hich she 
has made of the sales of thr -e of the 
principal stores that handle ;urlos in 
New York, she found that a . present 
more Indian goods are sold 1 lan Ori- 
ental, rich families like the VE nderbilts 
frequently buying a thousan< 
dollars'

a boctle of red ink and bepan painting 
it. I immediately went to her, told he. 
it would not do. and took the ink away. , 
Then I turned and bought, from her an 
old -basket that I knew bad been made ; 
of native grasses and stained with veg- 
etable dyes, in order to show her that , 
we really wanted work done in the old 
manner." 
As a preliminary step toward solving . 


this problem Miss Reel has issued 
a i 


circular to 
the Indian schools asking j 


for the names of basket-makers who 
will teach the children original Indian 
handicrafts and designs which symbol- 
ize the history of the tribes. She wishes 
to arouse the pride of the Indians and 
make them feel that the work of their 
ar.cestors must not be allowed to ello 
out. This will not interfere with the 
present aim of the Indian schools to 
make' young Indians practical citizens. 
All kinds of industrial work are taugfht 
In these schools. Including blacksmith- 
ing, 
carpentry and sewing.
